Crowds of new arriva's surge 
into the surrounding grounds every moment. Ocean 
avenue for two blocks In either direction is blocked 
with vehicles. 
The large gathering is composed of 
all classes, but is very quiet and appreciative. 
At F r a n c k ly n C o tta g e— V ie w in g th e R e­ 
m a in s. 
E lbkron, September 21st.—Arrangem ents have 
ju st been completed, and notice gi"en th at all de­ 
siring may view the remains of the late Cl.itf Magis­ 
trate. 
The line has formed, and people are passing 
in single fi'e through the cottage.

In ad­ 
dition to the natural shrinking from his illness, the 
operation connected with the autopsy has left the 
b.dy in even a more emaciated state. 
A plaster 
cast was taken of his face yesterday, as well as of 
his right hand. 
In taking the cast of his h u d il 
was somewhat discolored, so this band will not be 
seen. The effect of the oil used on the face prior to 
taking the cast disfigured the fea tu n s somewhat, 
and slightly altered the color of the face, bo the ap- 
peantnee is very m uch less natural, even, than it 
was ju st after death. 
The Pr?sideut had a massiv 
head, and the large bones show very prominently. 
The cheeks arc fallen in. 
The beard h is been so 
arranged ab: u t the parotid gland a« to conceal that 
sea-, and such arrangem ents liave been made about 
the pillow as to still further conceal the swelling 
which sapped away his life.

The coffin was lined with white 
satin. 
Only the face and shouldera were visible, 
and one needed to know th at all th at remained of 
Jam es A. Garfield lay there to recall the features so 
fam iliar during life. 
The face, to those who knew 
G-tieia! Garfield only from his portraits, c 'u ld n o t be 
recoguized. Even the features were no longer there, 
b u t there was an expression about the lower lip 
which those who knew him best would recognize. 
The checks were gone, and the brow had lost its 
massive appearance which characterized it in life. 
The involuntary whispered remark of all as tlicy 
gazed upon the loved form with a shudder was, “ I 
never should have reccgnizcd him. 
How ho m ust 
have suffered.” The shrunken earthly form told 
how marvelous it was th a t ha lived so long.

The 
train reached Elberon station at 10:12 A. m., and ran 
up the road about a quarter of a mile from the sta­ 
tion, where it halted. 
To this point the special train which brought 
President A rthur and General G rant from New York 
was run, and guards were stationed in the vicinity 
to prevent any annoyance from the crowd, there be­ 
ing from 500 to 600 people in the immediate neigh­ 
borhood. As soon as President A rthur's train was 
gt pped alongside of the train which here the re­ 


mains of the President, General G rant stepped 
acrots and entered the second car of the funeral 
train. 
He took the secm d from the last seat on the 
right hand side of tie Ai-. 
President A rthur sat in 
the next seat in front of General Grant, l>y himself, 
and the 8.at next in front of th at in which President 
A rthur sat wa3 occupied by Secretary lliaine. 
As the train moved off President A rthur, w ith his 
hands on the back of Secretary Biaine's seat, w as 
leaning forward engaged in conversation w ith the 
Secretary. 
P r o g r e ss o r th e T r a in . 
P rtxcktox J lxctiox, September 21st.—The train 
passed at 11:35. 
The track was strewn L r 100 yards 
with beautiful flowers. 
It passed Trenton, 61 miles, 
at 11:13, and stopped at Bristol for water. 
Passed 
West Philadelphia at 12:4*. 
Time, 152 m inutes. 
The same distance was made by the traiu taking 
him to Long Branch in 137 m inutes. There were 
large crowds at the depot. 
All were deeply affected 
and stood with hats off, many weeping.

A r r iv a l nt W a s h in g to n . 
W ashington, Septem ber 21st.—'The train bearing 
the remains of 
late President Garfield, arrived 
here at 4:41 F. a. 
A vast throng of people assent, 
bled about the depot to do honor to the Illustrious 
dead, every avenue and approach being densely 
packed with citizens. 
A large force of police was on 
duty. The im m ediate approaches to the depot w -re 
roped off and closed against all save those partici­ 
pating in the ceremonies, or who held special card* 
of admicsicu to the de)K>t. The m ilitary were drawn 
up against the east side of Sixth street, with right 
resting on Pennsylvania avenue. Upon the opposite 
Bide of the street Deirest the depot was a very long 
line of carriages preceded by a hearse, which was 
drawn up directly at the main gate on the Sixth- 
street side. 
The hearse used was the one awarded 
the prize at the Centennial Exliibitioii, ar.d was 
draped in black, of rich and heavy m aterial, wholly 
unrelieved by any other color, and was drawn by- 
six iron-grav horses, whose trappings were also 
draped in somber black. 
Ju st before the train entered the depot the plat­ 
form was cleared by- the police, and officers of the 
at my and navy, to the num ber of 139, formed in 
single rank upon the left, facing the train. 
As the train slowly rolled into the depot every head 
upon the platform was uncovered, and stillness as 
of the grave pervaded the vast throng, which for 
more than an hour had hecti patiently waiting bv 
the roadside. 
Soon Mrs. Garfield, assisted by Secretary Blaine, 
descended from the car, and t iking his arm upon 
her right, and th at of her son H arry upon the left, 
walked directly to the carriage in waiting. 
Her 
face was completely concealed by a heavy black 
vail, which hung nearly to the ground, and w hat­ 
ever emoticn she may have experienced was sacred 
from the sight of those who gazed upon her. She 
entered the state carriage, and was followed by her 
daughter Mollie Garfield, her son H arry, Mrs. Rock­ 
well and Miss Rockwell. 
A rthur leaned upon the arm of Senator Jone?. 
G rant was p resen t; also the Cabinet, phy-icians and 
attendants, MacVeagh’s wife and two sons. 
The first three carriages received the ladies of the 
party, who did not accompany the procession to the 
Capitol. 
After they had moved cn a short distance 
from the entrance the coffin appeared, be roe upon 
the shoulders of soldiers of the Second Artillery, 
detailed from the Arsenal B anacks. 
On the right, 
ill single file, and headed by Adjutant-General 
Drunim, were officers of the navy, under the leader­ 
ship of McCall Nicolaus. 
A3 tile coffin was borne 
to the house, the Marine Band, stationed across the 
street, played “ N earer My God to Thee,” while 
every head was bowed and many eyes were dimmed 
at the strains of the sweetly familiar hymn. 
The hush th at had fallen upon the scene, and the 
grief m irrored on the thousands of faces, marked 
the picture with shading! th at years cannot ifface 
from the memory of those who stood about the bier 
of the dead President. 
After the coffin had been placed In the house, the 
rem ainder of the party entered their carriages and 
took prices in the procession. 
President A uthcrs carriage followed immediately 
after the hearse, and in it were President A rthur, 
Blaine, Chitf Justice TVaite and Windom. 
The carriage containing Mrs. Garfield a n j daugh­ 
ter was driven down Pennsylvania avenue to the 
residence of MaeVeagh, whose guest she will be 
during her stay. 
As soon as the last of the Presidential party had 
entered the carriages, tlid signal was given by bugle 
and the m ilitary escort formed in line, and the head 
of the procession started on its way to the Capitol 
in the following order : Platoon of m ounted police; 
General Ayere aud m ounted staff; 
Washington 
Light Infantry and band ; Union Veteran Corps ; 
National Rifles . W ashington Light Guard ; Capital 
City G uard; United States Marine Band and a drum 
corps of 50 men ; detachm ent of U. S. marines ; 
Secon-l United States A rtillery B and; four jiecrs 
of heavy artillery and one light batterv ; W ashing­ 
ton 
and 
Columbia Comni-mderies of 
Knights 
Templar. 
T h in followed the hearse, flanked on 
either side by a single line of arm y and navy officers, 
am ong them being Ceneral Sliernnn and Generals 
Drum, 
Meigs, 
Sackett, Poe, Dodge, McNewer, 
Ituggles, Beck, Col. Barr, aud about 50 others, and 
Rear Admiral Nichols, Commodores English and 
Secard, Pay Director Cooker, Capt. D ckraftand Capt. 
C. U. Wells, Commanders Howell, Manly, Howinfon 
and L ow ; Lieut3. Scheider, Bcldcn, W a'nwright, 
Bartlett, Stockton and Sibree, and about fifty others 
of the navy. 
A fter the hearse came the carriage of 
President A rthur and m ounted iioliec on either side, 
and following it I^lf a dozen other carriages with 
members of the Cabinet and others who had accom­ 
panied the remaius from Elberon. 
A platoon of 
mounted police brought up the rear with mufti :d 
drum s and a solemn funeral dinje. 
The funeral procession moved slowly up the 
avenue. 
A Eolid mass lined th e sidewalks all the 
way from Sixth btreet to the east front of the Cap­ 
itol, and along this portion of the route the crowd 
was apparently as great as upon the occasion of the 
President’s inaugural procession. 
As the procession moved up the avenue scarcely a 
sound was heard sa/e th at from the feet of the mov­ 
ing men and horses. 
H ats were removed ami head3 
bowed as by a common impulse of deep aud un­ 
feigned grief as the procession moved on toward 
the Capitol. 
A t the C2*t front a vast asfeniblage had cocgre 
gated to view' the funeral cortesre. 
At the foot of 
the steps was a double file of Senators and Repre­ 
sentatives, headed by their respective officers, wait- 
iug in respectful silence to escort the rem ains into 
the rotunda. 
A t precisely 5:10 the hea l of the procession was 
moving around the south side. 
Arrived at the east front of the Capitol, the arms 
of the m ilitary being reversed, aud bands playing 
th e dead m arch, th e order was given to carry arms, 
and th e troops came to a front face, while to the 
muffled beat of the drum s the hearse and its attend­ 
ant train of carriages drew slowly up in front of the 
escort. 
A hush came over the m ultitude, and heads were 
reverently uncovered as the coffin was carefullj' 
lifted from the hearse. 
The officers of the arm y and navy drew up in par­ 
allel lines on either side of the hearse, and the m a­ 
rine band played again with 
much 
sentim ent! 
<s Nearer, My Cod, to íh e e .” 
W ith solemn tread the rem ains f t Tresident Gar­ 
field were borne into the rotunda and placed upon 
the cxtafalque. The Senators and Representatives 
preceded the body, and ranged themselves on each 
side of the dais. 
Close behind the coffin walked 
President A rthur and Secretan- Blaine, who were 
followed by Chief Justice W aite and Secretary Win­ 
dom, General Grai t and H unt, Lincoln and Mae­ 
Veagh, Kirkwood a rd Postm aster G .neral James. 
Rockwell, Swain and Corbin, and Private Secretary 
Brown. 
A t 5:25 th e lid of the coffin was opened, and the 
face of the late President w-as exposed 
A line was fonned by Sergear.t-at-Arma Bright, 
and one by one those present advanced and gczed 
at the emaciated and discolored face. 
The public 
at large was then adm itted, and hundreds of per­ 
sons testified by their reverential conduct and 
mournful face3 the sorrow which they felt on look­ 
ing upon the features of their m urdered President. 
The body will now lie in state until Friday even­ 
in g 
As th e shades of night began to fall the vast 
dome of the Capitol was illum inated, aud the dim 
light falling upon the mournful draping of the ro- 
tuuda and upon the still face of the dead President, 
served to highten the solemnity of the scene. 
On leaving trie Capitol this evening, President 
A rthur was driven directly to the residence of 
Senator Jones of Nevada. 
Mrs. Garfield to-day expressed her sincere desire 
not to again see the \ih ite House, where she ta s 
so many days o f: orrow aud anxiety, and will 


not visit it while in the city, bu t will rem ain at the 
residence of MaeVeagh. 


A M o u rn fu l P riv ile g e . 
Washington*, September 21st.—A t 1 1 to-night 
there was still a large num ber of people about the 
east front of the Capitol, waiting in liue to view the 
rem ains. Since uncovering the coffin a t half-past 
5tb o re has been one continuous stream of men, 
women and children parsing the bier, and at least 
¿>,000 persona have viewed the remains up to this 
hour. 
The m ournful privilege will be extended day 
and night until Friday evening, when the funeral 
train will start upon its journey to Cleveland.

P>y previous arrangement a post mortem 
examination of the body tf Pi'esident G ar­ 
field was made this afternoon, in the presence 
and with the assistance c-f I»rs. Hamilton, 
Agnew, Btiss, Barnes, Woodward. Iveybnrn, 
Anurew 11. 
cf Elberon, and A cting 
Assistant Surgeon j). S. Lanib, of the A rm y 
Medical Museum, W ssi.ingtor. 
The opera­ 
tion was performed Ly D r. Lamb. 
I t waa 
found th at the ^ ball, after fracturing the 
right eleventh rjb, bad passed through the 
spiDal column in 
Loot 
of 
tho spiaal 
canal, fracturing the body of the first lumbar 
vertebiie, driving a number of small frag, 
fluents of bono into the adjacent soft parts, 
and lodging just below the pancreas, about 
two inches and a half to the left of the spine 
and behind the peritoneum, where it had be­ 
come completely encysted. 
The immediate 
cause cf death was secondary hemorrhage 
from one of the meseratic arteries adjoining 
the track of the ball, the blood rupturing the 
peritoneum, and nearly a pint eieaping into 
the abdominal cavity. 
This hemorrhage ia 
believed to have beeo the cause of the severe 
paiu in the lower part, cf the chest complained 
of ju st before death. 
Au abscess cavity, eix 
inches by four in dimensions, ivas found in 
the vicinity of the gall bladder, between the 
liver and the transverse colon, which were 
strongly interadhcrent. 
I t did not involve 
the 
substance 
of 
the 
liver, 
and 
no 
communication, 
was 
found 
between 
it 
and 
the 
wound. 
A long suppurating 
channel extended from the external wound 
through 
the 
lain 
muscles 
and 
right 
kidney, almost to the right groin. 
This 
channel is now known to be oua to the bur­ 
rowing cf pus from the wound, and was su{h 
posed during life to have been the track of 
the ball. 
Oa examination of the organs of 
the chest evidences of severe bronchitis were 
found on both sides, with broccho-preumonia 
of the lower portions of the riqht lung, and 
though much exieut of the left lung contained 
no abscesses and the heart no clots, the liver 
waaeularged and fatty, but free from abscesses. 
Nor were any found in any other organ ex­ 
cept the left kidney, which contained near 
its surface a email abscess, about one-third of 
an inch in diameter.^ In reviewing the his­ 
tory of the case, in connection with the 
autopsy, it is quite evident th at different sup­ 
purating surfaces, especially the fractured 
spongy tissueof the vertebra:, furnish sufficient 
explanation of the septic condition which ex­ 
iste;].

The autopsy on the President has settled 
the vexed question of the position of the 
ball, but in a very surprising way. 
It 
now appears that the ball struck the iirst 
lumbar 
vertebra 
atter 
fracturing 
the 
eleventh rib, 
and passing through the 
base of the vertebra, lodged about two 
and a half inches to the left of the spinal 
column. 
It follows from this that the long 
channel which was 
daily 
probed and 
dressed, and which was supposed to have 
been the track of the ball, was nothing of 
the kind, but was either made by the sur­ 
geons, or by the pas which came from the 
true wound. 
The ball had completely 
encysted 
itself, 
and 
death 
ensued 
upon secondary hemorrhage, 
which re­ 
sulted in the giving way of one of the 
mesenteric 
arteries, 
and 
the 
How 
of 
blood into the abdominal cavity. 
The 
blood poisoning which had been going 
oa so long in the President's system had 
produced internal complications from which 
recovery would have been impossible in 
any event. 
There is one point about the 
report of the surgeons who made the 
autopsy which appears either to have been 
bungled in the transmission, or to involve 
a somewhat difficult problem. 
The sur­ 
geons are supposed to have probed the 
wound a day or two after its infliction, and 
at that time and ever since, they have been 
reported as believing it to cross the body, 
the ball according to this theory being 
lodged somewhere near the groin or lower 
part of the abdomen. 
Now if this passage 
was formed by the pus, how could it have 
been formed at so early a period in the 
case? 
Of course it is now apparent that 
the surgeons at no time introduced their 
probe into the real track of the bullet. But 
ia it possible that they may have pushed 
the catheter through the soft parts of the 
body, and so unwittingly have created that 
false passage which they ever after took 
for the track of the ball ? 
This question 
dots not at all affect the final outcome of 
the casé. 
The autopsy has shown that the 
wound was a fatal one of necessity, and 
that nothing could have been done to avert 
the death of the patient. 
But we confess 
to some curiosity as well as to some m ysti­ 
fication in regard to the official report of 
the autopsy, and we should especially like 
to have the genesis of the false passage 
more satisfactorily explained.

FIRES. 


It is very difficult to suggest á preven­ 
tive of the destructive brush and forest 
fires which have caused such widespread 
damage in some of the Western States 
this summer, and of which a specimen has 
been seen in Marin county during the last 
week. 
It has been proposed that it should 
be made a felony to set the brush on fire, 
but we think it evident that such a law 
would be a dead letter. 
The fact is that 
most of these fires are set by hunters or 
travelers or Indians, all of whom are pre­ 
sumably alone when they start the con­ 
flagration, and against whom it would, 
therefore, be impossible to bring any con­ 
clusive evidence. 
Is men, who under­ 
stand the dangers they are 
incurring, 
and the destruction of property, and even 
of life, their carelessness may entail, will 
not refrain from setting the brush on fire 
during the dry season, we fear it will be 
impossible to prevent them from throwing 
lighted matches in the grass by passing 
laws against it. 
In such cases there seems 
to be no appeal save to the reason and 
common sense of the community.

DEATH. 


The present sympathetic attitude oi the 
people of the Southern States is one cf the 
mo3t significant phenomena of tr.e time. 
It has been made apparent that the death 
of President Garfield is regarded as a 
national cJam ity and los3. 
It is impossi­ 
ble to perceive any difference between the 
regrets which come from the two sides of 
Mason and Dixon’s line. 
There Í3 no 
longer a South and a North as regards this 
sad event, but the whole American people 
are united in mourning over their dead 
ruler. 
It may be that thi3 remarkable 
disappearance of 
sectional 
feeling, this 
spontaneous demonstration of closer kin­ 
ship on the part of the Southern people, is 
merely a spasmodic and ephemeral move­ 
ment. 
But 
that 
is very improbable. 
There is no reason to believe that the 
Southern people are hypocrites. 
Certainly 
in the past they have never hesitated to 
express their real feelings, even when they 
knew that they were giving great offense 
to their 
neighbors. 
W hen 
President 
Lincoln was killed there was very little 
grief at the South. 
The idea of sympathy 
with assassination was repudiated, but it 
was not pretended that the Southerners 
were very sorry for the death of a man 
whom they had learned to detest as the 
embodiment of the Northern spirit. 
But 
in the present case it is clear that there are 
no mental reservations. 
The South feels 
that in the death of Garfield it ha3 sus­ 
tained a heavy loss. 
It feels that it has 
the same reasou for mourning as the rest 
of the country, and it shares with the 
North in genuine and unaffected regrets. 
There is no affectation about this, and it 
canuot, as we think, indicate a sudden 
change of view. 
Rather we should inter­ 
pret it as the first general and emphatic 
proof of the abandonment of the old hos­ 
tile feeling which survived the rebellion eo 
long. 
To those who have been engaged in 
politics it has been apparent for several 
years that the conventional theory about 
the temper and purposes of the South was 
becoming less and less a reflection of actu­ 
alities. 
The exigencies of partisan politic* 
have in fact compelled the substitution of 
scarecrows for the real Southern rebels, 
who had ceased to exist. 
No doubt the 
survival in several of the Southern States 
of barbarous social systems, and the fre­ 
quent resort to violent methods which un­ 
fortunately has not yet been outgrown, has 
given a good deal of Eupport to the “ stal­ 
wart ” hypothesis of Southern tendencies. 
But in spite of these helps it has been piaiu 
to the dispassionate observer that circum­ 
stances were rapid'y altering Southern 
habits of thought and actioD, aud that not­ 
withstanding the exaggerated representa­ 
tions of designing politicians, the time was 
approaching for the actual merging of this 
section in the national programme again. 
The truth is that the South has ¡earned 
the folly of trying to keep alive the war 
issues. 
The obsoleteness of all those prop­ 
ositions has been borne in upon the intelli­ 
gent men of the South everywhere. 
The 
need of industrial activity has also com­ 
pelled them to become people of business, 
and as they have slow ly opened the way 
to a greater prosperity they have ceased to 
care for the questions whieli were burning 
ones tw enty years ago. 
These changes 
have not been much noticed at the North, 
and indeed, as we have shown, there has 
been a constant effort to deny the fact of 
their occurrence. 
But though whenever a 
campaign is about to open we look for the 
customary 
“ Southern 
outrages,” 
and 
though at such tim es the “ stalwart ” press 
prepares to lament over the sorrows of the 
oppressed and down trodden negroes, it is 
very certain, first, that these old cries no 
longer carry conviction to the public mind, 
and second, that they no longer represent 
important truths. 
Of course there are oc­ 
casional outrages in the South, as there are 
everywhere. 
It cannot be doubted that 
in two or three Southern'States there haa 
been until quite recently a systematic sup­ 
pression of the negro vote. 
But it is evi­ 
dent that the influences which are acquir­ 
ing dominance throughout that 
region 
mu3t put a stop to all that kind of lawlees- 
ues?, and that the color line w ill eca3e to 
vex any one when the various factions 
split up as they already have in Virginia. 
The South has for some time been get­ 
ting rid of its old hampering doctrines and 
ideas, and has been assimilating itself with 
the rest of the country. 
And this is what 
the present remarkable harmony of ex­ 
pression over the death of ¡‘resident Gar­ 
field really means. 
It means that the 
country is once more united ; that hence­ 
forth there need be no other differences be­ 
tween North and South than such as 
divide neighbors on non essential points. 
President Garfield was the first President 
of the whole country we have had for 
tw enty years, and this truth is just begin­ 
ning to be understood and appreciated. 
And if the result of his death is to bring 
North aud South together ; to disclose to 
both the absence of any ground of further 
contention between them ; to show to both 
that each is interested in the same objects, 
gratified by the eame pleasures, depressed 
by the same afflictions ; surely it may be 
said that the great sacrifice will not have 
been made in vain, and that the tradi­ 
tional fruitfulness has not been withheld 
from the blood of our latest martyr. 
Over 
this gravo North and 
South may join 
hands at least without hypocrisy or melo­ 
dramatic purpose, for already each has 
shown the other how fanciful and intangi­ 
ble are the enmities which held them 
apart, and how unfailingly the ties of a 
common country bring them together in 
time qf mourning.

BLOOD IS THICKER THAN WATER, 


Not the least interesting circumstance of 
the present moment is the genuine aud 
strongly marked sympathy shown by the 
people of England towards their cousins of 
the United States. 
It has been frequently- 
stated that since President Garfield was 
shot 
the 
English 
press 
and 
people 
seemed as much concerned about his state 
as though he had been their own ruler. 
A London journal a week or two ago ob­ 
served that ninety-nine 
out of every 
hundred Englishmen would be sure to 
turn to the American news when they 
opened 
their morning papers, to 
find 
out how 
President Garfield was. 
The 
interest and sympathy exhibited by Queen 
Victoria throughout the President’s ill­ 
ness have been very conspicuous, 
and 
the Queen's dispatch to Mrs. Garfield on 
hearing the fata' news shows a very real 
i and sincere feeling. 
In this regard indeed 
it may almost be said that the English­ 
speaking peoples have come closer together 
than ever, and that the friendly spirit 
which ought alv ays to subsist between na­ 
tions hiving so largely a common ancestry 
has been carried to a higher point than at 
any previous time. 
The noble character of 
President Garaeld no doubt has much to 
do with this, but there must also have been 
a great deal more latent sympathy and 
fraternal feeling than we are willing to ad­ 
mit when causes o! bickering arise. 


A somewhat muddied dispatch from the 
scene cf the Indian troubles yesterday 
represented Colonel Sanford as having had 
a tight with the W hite Mountain Apaches, 
in which he had taken several prisoners, 
and killed a number o! squaws. 
This is a 
reversal of the general order of Indian 
fighting, for though it is often impossible 
to avoid tid in g squaws, cspc-cialiy when 
they fight side by side w ith their bucks, it 
is decidedly against all the traditions to 
take male Indians prisoners. 
W hen pris­ 
oners are taken they arc almost invariably 
squaws acd children. 
The bucks as a rule 
fight to the death. 
The 
presumption, 
therefore, is that ii Colonel Sanford has 
taken prisoners they are women, and that 
the Indians ho has killed are bucks. 


THE PROPOSED FUNERAL OBSERVANCES 


E d s. R e c o rd -U n io n : I t would seem to 
be especially desirable th a t th e solem n ob­ 
servances of next M onday should he on a 
basis as broad as A m erican civil aud religious 
liberty and to k ra tio n . 
A ll m en and womeD, 
of all sects, creeds, nationalities and p arty 
designations, have a com m on share ia the 
proposed observances. 
A ll share a common 
bereav em en t; all equally stan d on a com­ 
m on relation in th e proposed m anifestation 
of a com m on sorrow aud respect.

R epnblic, and th e occasion will be incom plete 
if its exercises om it a review of the dis­ 
tinguished public services of the dead states­ 
m an. 
If any of th e religious bodies are 
ignored; if only evangelical churches are to b e 
recognized ; then the religious significance of 
the occasion w ill be less broad than A m eri­ 
can toleration ; and if the civil services of 
the deceased are to be overlooked, 1 lien we 
are forgetting th e com m on tie of citizenship 
which unites us all in a cerem onial intended 
to be a fitting observance of the funeral ob­ 
sequies of the dead P resident of the U nited 
S tates. 
I have full confidence in the broad 
liberality of th e general com m ittee, and do 
not know w hat is proposed, b u t an earnest 
desire to recognize in the fullest degree the 
com m on p o rt and share of all in tb s < cca-iou 
prom pts this suggestion.

TüIED DAY'S PRCCEEDING3—EXHIBITS 
AT PARS AND PAVILION. 


Eacss—Address To-atght by General Bid- 
well—To-dsy's Programme—Reception 
of the Russian Admiral and 
Staff—Stock Parade. 
' 


The fair programme was carried out yes­ 
terday according to announcement. The 
weather wa3 very fine. The attendance at 
both Paik and Pavilion was excellent. The 
like day last year was the date of the recep­ 
tion of President If ayes, when there was a 
great crowd. Of course there was no such 
crush yesterday. The programme for to-day 
is a grand stock parade at 10 A. is. Ilacrs at 
1 p. M. At the same hour the Russian Ad­ 
miral aDd his staff, from the fleet now at San 
Prancisco, will be received at the Park by the 
State Board of Agriculture. At 8 P. u., at the 
Pavilion. Hon. Joku Bidwell, of Chico, will 
deliver the annual ad dr esc. The receipts yes­ 
terday were: Park, §1,837 05 ; Pavilion, 
§311 50. 
Bast year for the like day, on 
which occasion President Hayes was received, 
they were : Park, §3,144 43; Pavilion, §1,231. 
Membership tickets ere sold fur the re­ 
mainder of the season at S3. The officers are 
aunoyed by some who try to pass in small 
regiments on membership tickets; such tick­ 
ets bear the information plainly that they 
admit ocly man and wife and their minor 
children. 
AT THE PARE. 
There was to have been a walking race at 
the Park yesterday morning at 10 o’clock, 
but on account of some misunderstanding as 
to tire premiums, it did not take place. 
VEHICLES. 
J . F. Hill, of Sacramento, has one of the 
most extensive, valuable and interesting ex­ 
hibitions on ths ground in the shape of 
wagons, carriages aud buggies. Mr. Hill is 
one of the pioneer manufacturers of Cali­ 
fornia, and at the same time one of the most 
popular and successful. 
He opened a 3hop 
in the city of Sacramento in 1852, on the spot 
where his present shop stands, between Thir­ 
teenth ani Fourteenth streets, on J. His 
first shop was a 10x12 hoard shanty, six feet 
h 0h, occupying ihe exact location now filled 
by one ot tde prebont wood-worker’s benches. 
His original shop was in the center of 
on extensive pastura of green feed, and 
immigrants sought the location to lay asida 
their wagons anti turn out their stcck. The 
shop was naturally employed in repairs of 
the broken wagons from over the plains, 
preparatory to weighting to the mines, and 
ivm kept very busily and profitably em­ 
ployed. It was not two years, however, be­ 
fore Mr. Hill was engaged in making new 
freight wagons, those brought to the country 
being found cot adapted to the peculiar business 
of teaming t > the mines—and the timber put 
together East was fouud not to be so durable 
as that put up in the climate iu which it was 
to !•« used. Mr. Hill has found his business 
pn-hiug him from the day he first operen his 
shop to the present time, and has doubled 
wituin the past twelve months. He has al­ 
ready (Wednesday morning) received new 
orders fince the present fair opened, to the 
amount of about §4.0J0, and a larger portion 
of the wagons and carriages on exhibition are 
sold, to be delivered. Tee value of the ex­ 
hibition by Mr. Hill is between §5,000 and 
§3,000, and consists <f tho following jobs: 
Two very large fixteeu-inule wagons, manu­ 
factured fcr the San Bernardino Borax Min­ 
ing Company. These wagons have three and 
one-quarter inch iron axles, sixteen icch hubs 
and bind wheels six feet aud six inches in 
diameter, with tires one inJi thick by six 
inches wide, aud will freight 18,000 pounds 
rr nine tons, and stand up under the load 
Will. One two horse lumber or farm wagon, 
sold for freighting hide3 on the mountains ; 
two farmers’ caarriages, or wagons of all 
work; one express wagon, made for Mr. 
Bar -erof Carson City, Nevada ; one two-8 -at 
family carriage, manufactured for Mr. Mc­ 
Bride of Dixou, Solano county; one lady’s 
phaeton; one doctor’s phaeton; one top 
buggy, made for Mr. McCarty near 
Brighton; one heavy top buggy, suit­ 
able for mountain use; one side-spring 
t ip buggy, one light open Riverside buggy, 
one skeleton wagnu, two patent breaking 
carts, built on a new plan, the body of the 
cart being independent of the shafts, so that 
the driver is relieved from the tilting mo­ 
tion of the horse, and rides as easily a3 in a 
buggy ; one city delivery wagon, one light 
express wagon. J. F. Uiil has on exhibition, 
in addition to the lice of wagons and car­ 
riages above described, a very valuable exhi­ 
bition of Cajif .mi* hard woods grown by 
planting tre-.-s of the best varieties. Among 
these we cotice a plank? sawed at the railroad 
shops iu this city, o? black locust, 03age 
orange, etui, while maple and wild black 
cherry AH .he timber i:i these planks Ls of 
the he?: quality, ch-s.-grained ana compact, 
an i will e impure most favorably with second 
growth timbar of the New Eugiatfif^States of 
the same varieties. 
We aiso notice an 
entire lumber wagon gearing made from 
tli- black locust, which for weight, finish 
an 1 genera! qualities of durability, ¡3 not ex 
celled by any wagon cr carriage oil the 
g?„uuds. The trees from which these plank 
and gearing were made were grown at Smith’s 
gar leas, within the city limits, and show 
very emphatically what can be done here in 
the way of growing hard timber, by a little 
forethought acd enterprise. If those farmers 
who me ornamenting their places with shade 
trees wou'd use a little care to get goad hard­ 
wood varieties, they caojiut only supply 
themselves with all the haul wo >d for usa iu 
le 'airs of machinery,makingwhUfle'.rees,etc., 
foul c .n also secure a small income by sde9 to 
manufactures. The world is Using up hard 
wood much faster than it is growing naturally. 
Wo had not noticed until we had written the 
above a fine lot of wheel hubs of California 
timber in the aw e exhibition. We find hubs 
from three to sixteen inches, turned from 
black locust and elm. that for texture of 
grain and compactness are not excelled by the 
same varieties of limber grown in any other 
country. The elm is much harder and more 
elisric than Eastern grown elm, partaking 
of the qualities of the best Eastern second 
growth hickory. Mr. Hill has 1,0C0 sets cf 
hubs turned from California locust and elm, 
seasoning for future u e. Also a fine display 
of white hickory carriage wheels unpoiuted, 
and made from the last second growth hickory, 
and a fair sample of the wheels in tho finished 
jabs. We find also a splendid display of 
Swede steel oil cairl.age Borings, made in 
Philadelp’aia by Messrs. Rowland, to the 
order of Mr. HilL Also a display^ of cast 
steel carriage axles, made by the Keystone 
Axle Company, of .Pittsburg, and specially 
to Mr. Hill’s order. Mr. Hill is so weil and 
f&voiafc’.y known throughout this coast that 
any commendation of ids work is unneces­ 
sary. Those who have ouce traded with him 
will have work d me by no other man if they 
cm get to Mr. Hilda shop. 
Merrill', patent reir.-holder we found in our 
r,-mmls among the vehicle exhibition—one of 
the most useful inventions we have for a long 
time noticed. It is a patent rein-holder, so 
attached to the hub of the wheel of a wagon 
or c ri ia that the lines c in be hung on to it, 
and is an absolute prevention of horses start­ 
ing ftrward. By stopping the team at any 
place and simply hooking the liues to this at­ 
tachment, they are as securely fastened as if 
tied to the strongest hitching poet. The 
team csn back, but they cmnot go forward, 
and the thing is so c >ul' ived tjoat the backing 
doe3 not tighten the lines but leaves them 
slack. It is the simplest and best arrange­ 
ment for the purposs we ever saw, and while 
the invention can lie attacbcfi to any wagon 
or carriego at a cost of §2 50, it is worth ten 
times thit amount to any person using horses 
before a wagon. It is the test possible ar­ 
rangement to break horses to stand at any 
place where they are left. Mr. Merrill ex­ 
hibits this iaveniion attached to one of Mr. 
Hill’s wagons just at the Entry Clerk’s 
office, in the building iu which the wagons 
and carriages are rh >wn, and will show its 
operati ons to any who call on him. County 
and shop rights for sale by Mr. Merrill. 
Geo, O. Bates & Co., of Sacramento, are, as 
we have said before, one of tee most exten­ 
sive exhibitors oi agricultural implements 
and tools at the fair. The firm have been in 
business in Sacramento, between Second and 
Third, or. J street. for about three years, and 
iu that time hive gained an enviable reputa­ 
tion for fair and honorable dealing. Mr. 
Bates is a practical mac. having been a- 
farruer, acd bring a practical mechanic,knows 
just whit the farmers want aDd bcw to sup- 1 
ply it. The firm keep on hand and import a 
genera! line ..f agricultural implements and 
machines from the best Eastern houses. This 
firm exhibit at the fair the improved McCor­ 
mick mower, sed-binder and aU other attach­ 
ments. The iron turbine windmill—Thu 
mill is the most durable mill made, and will | 
run with ths least wind and is selí-regulating. ¡ 
Using all of iron is not subject to the inci- |

They also exhibit the Buckeye, which is also ¡ 
ac iron. mili and self-regulator.

This hou-e is the 
Criiiornia representative of the largest agri­ 
cultural implement manufacturing^ firm in 
the United States or the world. Tho home 
establishment is located at Stillwater, Min­ 
nesota, and they have a branch establishment 
at FingaL Ontario, and the last year have 
also established works at Oakland, Alameda 
county. The celebrated thrasher and sepa­ 
rator, “ Minnesota Chief,’’ which has gained 
snch a wide reputation iu this State and 
on this coast, is manufactured by this 
firmaud we aie within thebcundsof truth when 
we assert that there are twice E3 many more 
of this separator made and sold each year 
than of any other separator ever built. This 
firm are also the manufacturers of the well- 
known Stillwater Btraw, wood cr coal burn­ 
ing engines, and the El wood equalizing horse­ 
power, and many other standard agricultural 
machines now iu use and very popular on 
this coast. The home factory gives constant 
employment to eight hundred men. The ca­ 
pacity of the home factory is eight separators, 
four engines and six powers daily.

from 
the main factory at Stillwater Their 
experience on this coast has been so 
satisfactory that they now design making 
a permanent location or an independent es­ 
tablishment. where thsy will open up a fac­ 
tory that will supply the demand for their 
line of goods made here from the ground up. 
They are now looking for the best location 
where they will purchase grounds, erect 
shops and put up their machinery the com­ 
ing BeasoD. Such shops will give employment 
to several hundred hands, and contribute to 
the prosperity of the location and the State. 
Visitors desiring to see this exhibition will 
inquire fur “ Minnesota Chief,” which is in 
operation just north of the running machinery 
building at the cattle grounds, where the 
agent, G. W. Morrison, will be pleased to 
see them and give them such information as 
they desire. Mr. Morrison extends a cordial 
invitation to all the farmers visiting the fair 
to call on him at the locality indicated, as 
he believes he will be able to make it to their 
interest to become acquainted with the ma­ 
chinery he represents. 
John Dodds’ sulky hay rakes, manufact­ 
ured at Dayton Ohio, have long been the 
standard rakes in this State. They have 
been handled by the best houses on the coast, 
and need no recommendation at our hands. 
But the past year the manufacturer has con­ 
cluded to make a change in bis plan of 
getting them into the farmers’ hauds. He 
bas therefore established at San Francisco a 
general sgency, and appointed S. H. Gould 
general agiut. Mr. Gould is exhibiting these 
rakes at the fair, and from him we learn 
something of the extensiveness of the factory 
at Du;ton and the number of rakes sold and 
usad on this coast. There are about 11,000 
rakes manufactured each year. A large 
number are sold in the United States, acd 
many are shipped to Europe. By the way, 
this rake took the gold medal at the World’s 
Exposition at Paris, in 1870, in a field of 
forty competitors. The number cf rakes 
sold on this coast the last year was about 
I 300, and the prospect is that double that 
number will be demanded the coming season. 
There are six different rakes invented and 
manufactured by Mr. Dodds,, and the last 
improvement has now been iu use two sea­ 
sons, and the verdict of the farmers on this 
improvement has been so universally favora­ 
ble that a much larger number of this style 
will be made the present season. The last 
improvement is called the “ R-indeer Self­ 
Dump,” and it is claimed that this rake is at 
once the simplest and most durable self­ 
dumping rake manufactured in the world to­ 
day. These rakes can bs seen iu the running 
machinery building, where Mr. Gould will 
be glad to show them to the farmers. 
Haskin's ditching plow is to he seen at the 
northwest corner of the running machinery 
building. 
Kuhñer’s improved “ A ” barrow is manu­ 
factured at Roseville Junction, Placer county, 
and is in use by a large number u£ farmers in 
Mhat section. It is maile entirely ot iron. 
The cross-bar to wfetch the teeth ere attached 
being of the same durability as ths teeth, no 
weather can aff-ct any part of the narrow. 
The teeth are of steel, and so attached that 
they can be removed snd new cues substi­ 
tuted by merely turning a nut. The drawi g 
attachment can be changed so as to draw the. 
harrow from either end and even the teeth 
uniformly. The harrow is ma.de in sections, 
so that it can be adapted to any nuinbtr of 
animals, from one to six or more working 
abreast, and the teeth are so placed in the 
frame as to do the most p.-rfect execution, 
the furrows cut by the teeth being uniformly 
one aud a half inches apart Those who 
have used this harrow give it the best recom­ 
mendation for perfect work and durability. 
Mr. B. Hammiil represents this harrow, and 
he and it can be seen in the northern machin­ 
ery building. 
The Campton single farm-gate is exhibit­ 
ed by the inventor, A. P. Uampton. lthoner- 
ville, Humboldt county ; patented May 5, 
1881. This is an iron gate, or can be made 
of wood. It is generally called & self-opening 
gate, but is opened and shut by those who 
pass through it cn horseback or in wagon cr 
carriage, by pulling a cord banging over a 
pulley at the proper distance on either side 
of the gate, so that a man sitting in his car­ 
riage can pull on it and open the gste, and, 
having passed through, lie pulls on another 
similar cord and closes tho gate. The latch is 
so contrived that uo stork car. open it, and it 
is impossible to open without intelligent in­ 
tention and assistance. Tor all purposes cf a 
farm gate this is oDe of the moat convenient, 
durable and complete of anything wo have 
seen in this Hue. It can be ft'-, n about haif 
way between the two machinery buildings, 
where Mr. Campion or Mr. Noble will ex­ 
plain its good qualities. All who desire to 
make any inquiries in regard to this gate 
after the fair, will call on Mr. Noble, at 302 
Eleventh street, in this city, or nddies Mr. 
Campton, at his home, both of whom will sell 
farm, county or State rights. 
The Petaluma breakrog-eart is exhibited 
by Mr. Noble also. His cart is too well 
known, among horsemen to need any special 
commendation.

California racing pro­ 
grammes are now carried out with very little 
intermixture of Eastern stock. Formerly 
the presence cf a California-bred racer was 
the exception. Evidently that day bas gone 
by. California racers have done so well 
abroad, and the interest in slock-breeding 
has so greatly increased, that this State can 
send out on circuit now a corps of

There was an immense crowd of people at 
the Pavilion last evening, and as all the ex­ 
hibits were ia place the fair may be said to 
be just really in running order. The crush 
was so great from half-past 8 o’clock until 
half-past 10, that it was difficult to pass 
through the aisles, and the necessity cf a n. w 
Pavilion was discussed by every one. The 
building is too small for such a crowd, and 
the aisles are too narrow. The people seemed 
pleased with the exhibition, and enjoyed see­ 
ing and being seen. 
THE ENTOMOLOGICAL DISPLAY. 
There is no more attractive exhibit ia the 
entire list, either at the Park or Pavilion, 
and none more suggestive or of more vital 
importance to the people, than that made by 
Matthew Cocke, chief executive officer cf 
the State Horticultural Commission. It is a 
complete and exhaustive exhibit, in all the 
various stages of their existence and depreda­ 
tions, of the various insect pests which prey 
upon the fruits, trees and vines of this State. 
The exhibit is presented through the aid of a 
sere or more of microscopes, powei ful mag­ 
nifying glasses, etc. These are ranged at con­ 
venient distances from each other and be­ 
neath them are such specimes or the codling 
molb, phylloxera and a host of similar pests, 
as can be only examined by microscopic aid. 
In addition is an almost endless array of the 
“ pest” specimens in vials and jars, with 
examples of their destructive work in 
wood, leaf, fruit, berry, etc., and show­ 
ing every one cf the stages of their 
existence. These specimens are from all parts 
of the State, and have been gathered by Mr. 
Cooke with great patience, to enable him to 
gain a full knowledge of this branch of ento­ 
mology, with a view to applying the best 
remedies possible to the extermination of the 
pests, which have already caused such great 
loes to fruit and grapc-growers. Sometime 
ago a number of Grammar School boj s here 
organizada junior Agassiz Association, for the 
study of entomology, and the collection of 
sp:cimecs. It proved quite successful. Mr. 
Cooke was invited by the boys to instruct 
them coi'crrting insect pests, and he readily 
undertook to do so. He has now utilized this 
society, by selecting from its membership a 
number of the young masters, who, wearing 
the neat badge of their as.-ociatioD, stand be­ 
hind the counters, on which are arranged the 
microscopes and specimens in the exhibit re­ 
ferred to, and, having been instructed by Mr, 
Cooke, explain to inquirers all needed details 
of the exhibit. The three day»’ experience 
already had, Mr. Cooke certifies, proves that 
the youths’ association is a most de­ 
sirable aid in furthering the pui poses 
of tho exhibit, and ths public has been 
greatly convcnieuced by tho politeness 
and attentions of the boys. 
The exhibit 
is in the lower east hall, in the southeast 
corner. (This exhibit should have the best 
light and location in the building, and he on 
the upper floor.) The space, 30 feet liy 114 
feet, is railed in. In the center is placed ta­ 
bles, in the form of a hollow parallelogrem. 
23 feet by 7 feet, giving a surface of 104 
square feet. On the tables are-irranged 24 
microscopes, Eome of them valuable instru­ 
ments, which have been given by thair own­ 
ers for use in this exhibit. There » c also 36 
magnifying glasses of various kindt** To the 
table are fastened by chains 12 reading 
glasses, for use by those examining speci­ 
mens. The visitors ents r at one end of ths 
table and pass to tho right, sq that there is no 
trouble in the passage arounathe table. In 
the micro copes and magnifying glasses are 
placed specimens of the VSrious insects, and 
on the table are various bottles, etc., contain­ 
ing specimens, as follows: 
First—The codÜDg moth (Carpocapsu po- 
moncUa), which has done so much damage in 
this State and elsewhere. Specimens of the 
egg, larva, pups, acd perfect insect (moth). 
Alao pieces of scantling taken from fruit- 
packing room», bark of trees, paper, etc., 
showing how this peat hibernates. 
Second—Seals insects (AspUliutnspenticio- 
sus), or San Jose scale, which has done so 
much damage to orchard property in Santa 
Clara county, and is now ffuind in Solano, 
Yolo and Sau Joaquin. Aspidiotns rapax, 
found in apples, ptars, etc., in Santa Cruz 
and Borne of the southern counties. Arpidi- 
otus cnnchifonuis, or common apple scale, 
found in various sections of the State on de- 
cidfeous fruit trees and citrus trees. Aspidio- 
tus nurantii, or red scale, found on citrus trees 
and fruits in Loe Angeles county, and alao 
fonnd as far noith as Marysville. Aspidiotns 
Conrtxus, found on the fruit in various coun­ 
ties, but especially on citrus fruit. Accacia, 
found on ornamental trees of various species 
tlirougkout the State. Ltconium Oleos, or 
black scale, found throughout the State 
on citrus and nearly all kind3 of decidu­ 
ous 
fruit tiees. 
Accompanying this 
species are specimens of i'umwjo Sali- 
cina, or smut, which accompanies the black 
scale and discolor» tho foliage and fruit. Ltco- 
ilium hcsperidum, or soft orange scale, found 
in every portion of the State on citrus trees. 
Ltconium acericoleo, or maple scale, found on 
grapes in Santa Barbara and some other coun­ 
ties. Iccryia purchase, or cettery cushion scale, 
an Australian importation ; found in Santa 
Barbara and Los Angeles; its food 
plants are citrus and deciduous trees, 
shrub*, 
etc.; 
this 
appears 
to 
be 
a very undesirable visitor, by the epecimens 
shown. Uhltria araucaria, or scale of Nor­ 
folk I-land pine; said to be spreading very 
fast. 
Diaspis return, or rose scale, with 
specimens showing its serious spread on the 
raspberry and blackberry vines.

Friends of the fruit-growers—This collection 
of insects is classified as “ lady birds,” 
coccinclla, rhnisepas, or iace-winged flies, etc. 
In this division is exhibited a fina collection 
of parasites cf the coccidte or scale infects, 
kindly loaned by Alex. Craw, of L s Argeles, 
of which Mr. Cooke speaks highly. It 
consists of syrphus flies, destroyers of plant 
lice, lace-wing flies and various parasites of 
the black scale, soft orange scale, lady bugs, 
etc. There is also exhibited pump-nczzles, 
etc., fur walking trees, scrapers, etc., for 
cleaning trees. Volumes exhibited of natural 
history of insects, etc. 
TUB EXHIBITS. 
Mrs. S. E. Glover exhibits a fine lot of 
stamping and outline pencil work. 
Hariiette F. Bailey, of Santa Cruz, exhib­ 
its some specimen* ot paper sculpture. 
Mrs. P. Quick, the nurse, has some sped- 
mens of kmttiug. 
K. W. Brehm, of Sau Francisco, exhibits 
fancy articleu of California wood. 
E. C. Newell, of Sacramento, exbibits the 
California refrigerator,which is manufactured 
at 1128 and 1130 J street. Tnis refrigerator 
has been manufactured in Boston for thirty 
year.-, but has now been so improved as to be 
superior to all others. It is the most econom­ 
ical refrigérater iu use, five pounds of ice be­ 
ing sufficient to run it for tweuty-four hours. 
It has moro provision chambers than other 
refrigerators, and having a complete circula­ 
tion of diy air, the provisions are kept cool 
and free from taint. Fiis. class workmen 
arc employed in the factory, and none but 
the best of materials used. The display 
made by hlr. Newell is a meet creditable 
one, and attracts the attention cf all house­ 
keepers. Every visitor at the Pavilion 
should examine-chis exhibit, which is in the 
lower hall. The price is put 10 per cent, 
lower than th9 Eastern refrigerators that 
have been Bhipped out here. 
The display of the well-known carpet 
house of Locke & Lavenson, of Sacramento, 
was put in at the last moment and is of a 
solid character. No attempt at arrangement 
of goods is made, but there are samples of 
their stock which show its character aud ex­ 
tent. There are Mcquct, Wilton, velvet, 
body Brussels aud tapestry carpets, Smyrna, 
Angora goat and sheep rugs. Theso are sim­ 
ply samples cf the immense stcck the firm 
has at their store. They always have ou 
hand a lull line of Swiss and Nottingham 
lace curtains, lambrequins, cornices, tents 
and awnings, bags ami bagging, linoleum, 
oil cloths, etc. While they do a heavy busi­ 
ness in the city, tbiB firm does an extensiva 
trade which extends in every direction, and 
even beyond the mountains. It has beeu 
more extensive this year than ever before, 
and is constantly on the increase. No carpet 
house ou the Pacific coast is better or more 
favorably known, and none more deserving 
of success. 
Geo. W. Chesley’s exhibit of maple rum, 
rock and rye, blackberry brandy and cherry 
brandy continues to attract attention from 
all visitors, and sampling is lively. The 
blackberry brandy is the greatest favorite. It 
is a pure article and has Dever been excelled 
by anything of its class that has been put 
upon this market. 
The rock and rye 
maintains itself as a great favorite with the 
public. The sudden ohaDge of weather haB 
given mauy peopb severe colds, and they ap' 
precíate a sample of the rock and rye, 
which is undoubtedly good ia oases of colds 
aud pulmonary complaints. 
The exhibitor of the lloyal St. John sew­ 
ing machine is Theo. W. Schwanib, net 
Theo. T. Schwamb, as stated yesterday. 
Geo. T. Bush’s display of gas fixtures, 
lamps, clocks, etc., is a very attractive oue, 
and is very favorably cemmented on by the 
visitors. It is located iu the main hall, and 
is surrounded by a crowd of people 
ail the time. “The Dirty Boy” creates a great 
deal of amusement, especially for the young 
people, who “ know llow it is themselves.” 
The display of phmibing goods cn the lower 
floor, made by Mr. Bush, is also a very cred 
itable one and deserves the attention it is 
constantly receiving. The work turned out 
by this gentleman is not surpassed by any 
upon this coast. 
Ames, Earlo & Co., whose exhibit is on the 
lower floor, at the north end. are making a 
specialty of the New Hub Hange, which is 
the perfection of beau’v and utiii.y. It is a 
superior rauga in coi.siruclion, quality and 
operation, aud is made in forty-eight distinct 
styles and sizes. It is made with a low 
warming closet, reservoir for hot water, ele­ 
vated shelf, cabinet vase and water-front. 
The oven is the largest made, taking eight 
full-sized pie-plate s. This range justly merits 
the popularity it bas gained, as it has many 
valuable improvements. Each ratg9 has 
steel-ÜDished moldings, oven-sheif for basting 
meats, patent double-quick damper, patent 
reflex grate, hub towel-dryer and a large 
broiling-door. By the use of the patent 
reflex grate and double quick damper it is 
claimed th it more than 25 per cent, can be 
saved in the labor and expense of cooking. 
Besides the New Hub various other ranges 
and stoves are exhibited. 
Among the many exhibits of ladies’ handi­ 
work none, perhaps, attracts more attention 
than Mrs. A. Beard’s beautiful display of sea­ 
mos» work.

One pretty feature in the lady’s exhibit, and 
which, perhaps, shows the most artistic skill, 
is tho rather novel maimer in which she has 
filled in water-color paintings with m os to 
represent trees and foliage, ar:d the moss—ar­ 
ranged with every possible regard to the rules 
of perspective—gives a very phasing effect 
ana makes handsome pictures. Lovers of the 
beautiful should see this display. 
The Chickeriug pianos exhibited by L. K 
Hammer, of this city, arc still the center of 
attraction, especially in the evening, when 
Professor Fleksuer takes a seat at ths instru­ 
ment. The grand piano iu this exhibit is the 
finest ever heard here, and richly mtriis 
the warm commendation tint it constantly 
receives. Mr. Hammer is just now paying 
especial attention to the new metallic action 
upright pianos made l v Uhickering & SonB. 
The worst enemy the manufacturer of ug- 
;right pianos bas to contend with is damp- 
^ies*. 
Numerous devices have been em- 
iloyed by various makers to overcome or 
eutralize its baneful effects, but until lately 
. ithout success, dickering & Sous have at 
last had the good fortune, after long exped­ 
ient, to solve this enigma, by substituting 
letal for wood iu all parts of the action con­ 
fining centers. 1: is the greatest improvc- 
nent of the age, as it makes the instrument 
sensible to atmospheric changes. 
Í .The great display cf Huntington, Hopkins 
i& OS. is as tauch ac attraction as it was on 
jthV,first eight of the fair. Crowds of people 
ars’constantly in front of it, studying cut the 
detail of tho designs and commenting favor­ 
ably upon the enterprise that furnished such 
a sight. Those who have seen it ore* 
come back again and look for new nov­ 
elties that they may have overlooked. It 
Ls a picture all the points cf which can­ 
not be taken in at a glance, and the 
people did not seem to weary of looking at it. 
The shovel which cast the first earth in the 
construction of the Central Pacific Bailroad 
is one of the attractions of the display, and 
many an old resident of California, as he 
g.izes upon it, commences to spin a yarn about 
tbe day of mule-teams and ponT express. A 
vast change has come over this State since 
1863, and with the development of the State 
has come the development and enlargement 
of the business of the firm of Huntingtou, 
Hopkins & Co. This firm has not only kept 
pace with 'lie improvements of the State, 
but has led them all in mauy respects. The 
display is one that few housos would attempt, 
and the firm of Hnntingtcn, Hopkins &. Co. 
deserve much credit for their enterprise. 
The same artist who designed the display 
of Huntington. Hopkins & Co., Mr. F. 
Peter, of San Francisco, designed the exhibit 
of the Capital Woolen Mills, and assisted the 
efficient manager of that institution. Mr. E. 
H. Tryon, in putting it up. It occupies a 
large space in the southwest corner of the 
east hall, and is composed entirely of white 
and colored blankets, arranged in booth 
shape. About 100 pairs of white and 75 
pairs of colored blankets are used in the dis­ 
play, and they are tastefully arranged 
in perpendicular strips along the wall 
and in roils at the base. 
The booth is 
carpeted with blankets and draped with 
red flannel, all the product of tbe man­ 
ufactory in this city. The office and store of 
this establishment Í3 at 882 J street, and it is 
both a wholesale and retail house. While 
their goods find a ready market in every part 
of the State and all over tbe coast, most of 
them are purchased by San Francisco houses. 
As an instance of the business of the estab­ 
lishment, it might be stated that week before 
last they sold to one purchaser in San Fran­ 
cisco $41,000 worth of weolen goods. _ This is 
an instance of what may be done in home 
manufactures where pluck and energy have 
the direction of affairs. The Capital Wpolen 
Milla are doing an immense business, 
and are sending out goods which are not sur- 
prased by any manufactory in the country. 
Although the display at the Pavilion this 
vear is confined to blankets, that is not the 
only class of goods manufactured. They 
macnfacture flannels, c&srimeres, Bhirting of 
all kinds, underweir, stocking yarn, etc. 
They sell goods in the piece, and made up 
iato all kinds cf garments. The company ¡8 
now doing a large tailoring business, keeping 
clothing of their own manufacture on sale at 
the store and making suits to order. They 
have sgeuts all over the State who send 
measures and have the clothes made up here. 
Thij is a home industry, and deserves the 
patronage of Californians, After acting the 
exhibit at the PaYilioa, visitors at tbe fair 


should visit the company’s store, on J street, 
and take a look at tbe stock, 
j We mentioned yesterday only a part of the 
! display made in the east hall of the Pavilion 
i by Weinstock & Lubin, of the Mechanics’ 
Store, in this city. Besides the articles men­ 
tioned there is a very fine exhibit coutained 
in four standing cases. The first contains 
specimens of what the firm has in boys’ 
clothing, and the names of suits are given, 
such as the Peoria, Prince, Morton, Fair- 
mount, Sunset, Grant, Parisian and West 
End. Tho next case contains a sample of 
their shoes, comprising the Opera, English 
Walking, Derry, Takes the Lead, Jtffieys- 
Lewis, Dorn Pedro, Easy, Brunswick, Lon­ 
don Toe, Elite, Paris ai.d Latest Style. The 
third case is a neat display cf gentlemen’s 
underwear, hosiery and silk handker­ 
chiefs, while the last contains every­ 
thing new in hats, such as the Cigar­ 
ette, Etteo, 
Harvey, Tros, 
Canard, 
Windom, Bachelor, Onward, Driving, Adiue, 
Challenge, H suben, Alvarado, Coaster, Do­ 
main, Hegal, Brush, Iroquois, Tramore, 
ieaiine and Victor. This firm have attempted 
this year in their display to give only a few 
samples of their goods, and they invite all 
who are attending tbe fair to visit their store, 
on the corner of Fouith and K streets, ami 
examine their stock for themselves. They 
are doing an immense manufacturing busi­ 
ness, and in the goods kept in stock they are 
constantly elevating the standard and keep­ 
ing a better class ot goods. Tbe elegant silk 
and velvet dre:-s on exhibition is a sample of 
their work, and if the comments made by the 
ladies upon it are any criterion to go by, their 
dress-makÍDg establishment is a success. The 
same may be said of the elegant cloak by the 
side of the dress. The bonnet exhibited is 
o e just imported from Paris, and shows the 
class of goods that is constantly being im­ 
ported by the firm. Any one who will visit 
the Mechanics’ Store will be amply repaid 
for the trouble. 
Master Cornelius CoDrad, aged 8 years, ex 
hibits a very good piece of drawing. 
Miss Louiso Conrad, 13 years of age, shows 
some excellent penman ihip. 
Henry Tubbs exhibits a beautiful writing 
desk and cabinet combined, made with a 
scroll-saw. 
Mrs. M. A. Mcrehead and Miss H. Hnber 
each exhibit an embroidered chair. 
B. N. Bugbey, of this city, has on exhibi­ 
tion a new patent that should be examined 
by every visitor at the fair. It is a re­ 
frigerator made of terra cotta, which 
keeps butter cold anil bard without ice. 
The refrigerator is so constructed that water 
passes completely around the butter, and ss 
the material of which it is manufactured is 
porous it absorbs the water, and the ventila­ 
tion is such that a double-surface ia exposed 
to the atmosphere, thereby causing great 
evaporation, which necessarily keeps the 
inner chamber, containing three two-pound 
rolls, very cold. As uo taint can reach it 
from any foreign substance, butter kept in 
this cooler is preserved cold and sweet even 
when the cooler is exposed to the sun or near 
the heated stove while cooking in the hottest 
summer weather. No ice is needed to 
keep butter cool and sweet where this 
invention is in use. 
Mr. Bugbey has 
sold a large number of these coolers in this 
city, and they have given the most complete 
satisfaction. In fact he has not been able to 
have them manufactured sufficiently fast to 
supply the demand. AH who have used this 
cooler pronounce it a most decided success, 
and would not do without it. As a cooling 
process all comes from evaporation, it is a 
curious fact that the hotter the room the 
cooler the butter. The proper place, there­ 
fore, to keep this refrigerator is on tho kitchen 
table, where 'it is most convenient to the 
housekeeper. It is an invention which sup 
plies a want long felt by all housekeepers, as 
In the ordinary refrigerators and ice chests, 
where different articles of food are kept in 
the compartment, butter often becomes 60 
tainted as to be unpalatable and unfit for ta­ 
ble ub6. The cooler is to be seeniu the lower 
hall, at the south end, in connection with the 
display of Ilubby & Smith, dealers in terra 
cotta and stoneware. 
Mrs. C. J. Oylerhas entered as fancy work 
at the Pavilion, point lace handkerchief 
cuffs, tie ends and satchel w ith point lace ; 
crocheted shawl, tidies aud bed-spread and 
pillow-shams in Holbein work, this latter 
work being the only kind in the fair. Its 
special point is in its having no wrong side. 
Either side is the right side, and can be used 
as such. This work was taken from the 
paintingH of the celebrated artist Holbein by 
Madame Bach, of the Boyal School of Arts 
aud Designs at Vienna. 
Sergeant James A. Barwicjc shows a pin­ 
cushion worked in Kensington stitch on a 
sample of his grandmother’s wedding dre3s, 
the pincushion toeing seventy-five years old. 
C. J. Shafer exhibits the Botrell patent re­ 
dining rocker and foot-rest. 
In the gallery is to be seen an exbibit that 
is prominent among the Pacific coast manu­ 
facturers, to w it: The electric belt of W. J. 
Horne. There h ive been a great Dumber of 
voltaic, elictric and magnetic belts, but 
hitherto they have not given satisfaction. 
This gentleman has demonstrated that he is a 
practical electrician, and he is now manu­ 
facturing and teliing an electro-magnetic belt, 
which will not only shortly exclude all East­ 
ern and foreign manufactures of the same 
character, but will also supplant them in the 
Eastern States and Europe. As compared 
with Mr. Horce’s belt, tbe others appear at 
an immense disadvantage. Some of them do 
generate a temporary and spasmodic current 
of electricity, but none of them rightly apply 
it for healing purposes. Air. Horne’s bell 
creates a steady current, which can be made 
strong or gentle at the option of the wearer, 
and it is so applied tin t the electric fluid is 
properly diffused through the system to at­ 
tain the object desired. The beneficial effects 
cf magnetism have long been recognized by 
the medical profession, but it has been re­ 
served for the electriciansof San Francisco to 
invent a method by which it can be steadily 
generated and applied.

It is an easy task for a reporter to write 
up a subject that thrills him with new life, 
more especially when he has tested its merit 
with his own practical experience. Atten­ 
tion has frequently been called to the wonder­ 
ful display of one local photographer and 
artist, J. B Hudson. Should we not give 
him the title of artist we know not where 
the name would apply. The display is 
simply gorgeou?, unequaled by any previous 
exhibition of the kind ever given at a Califor­ 
nia State Fair. The exquisite taste in the 
arrangement of his whole collection forms a 
picture that is talked of and praised by all. 
And as you examine more closely the wonder­ 
ful detail preserved ia the lighting, the soft 
and delicate shadows which he preserves in 
the action of the chemicals, this effect is 
both hightened and softened by a new pro­ 
cess which is the sole production and arises 
from the artistic ability of J. B. Hcdson. 
By this process the picture is not 
alone strengthened and rendered more brill­ 
iant, but it actually causes the portrait to 
stand out iu relief from the ground work. By 
the use of this new process the most delicate 
forms of lace and fine trimmings, which are 
becoming more fashionable in ladies’ and 
children’s apparel each year, can be 
preserved 
entirely,

or an eutire new pattern substituted. We 
have seen specimens in this collection where 
the trimmings on the dress have been entirely 
changed, each style being independent cf the 
other, causing the subject to appear to have 
Bat in two different dresses. To add to this 
the expression of the most cultivated in art, 
and the sentiments of the artists themselves. 
This is the boldest and most striking ad­ 
vance in modern photography. He asks 
your attention to the many samples in his 
display, where the beauties of his new pio- 
cejs may be seen. Particular attention is 
called to the large pictures on the easels—the 
little daughters of D. M. Ketfield aud W.

He says, in reply to 
my question, “ Scow, what do you think of 
that large direct photograph by Hodson?” 
" It is bp all odds the best photograph I ever 
saw. Anp man who would say that was not 
perfect, knows nothing aljout art. Why, doc­ 
tor, the picture speaks to you.” All other of 
our most cultivated art contributors who 
have come in to see it quite agree with Mr. 
Snow. 
Tbe News Letter of April '9th says : 
“ San Francisco has always prided herself on 
the perfection to which she has brought the art 
of pnotograDhy, but Sacramento can boast ui a 
photographer who for style of finish ard good 
judgment in posing has no equal among local 
experts. The name of the photographer is 
J. It. Hodson. We have seen a number of 
his photographs, and we certainly have never 
known more faithful likenesses oi more highly 
finished specimens of photography.” Mr. 
Hodson’s youthful appearance has caused us 
tit believe that wa were advancing the name 
of a new man ; but we have just been in­ 
formed that for ten years he has sto'd at the 
head of his prof easier. In July, 1875, at the 
only competing exhibition cf the pho­ 
tographers of the Pacific coast, when

had any marks or indications of the 
maker on them, it was unanimously decided 
by the appointed judges and the members of 
tbe A rt Society of tbe Pacific that Hodson’s 
were the best. We are further surprised to 
learn that all the classic and antique photo­ 
graphs exhibited at the Pavilion under the 
names of others are pieces of work done by 
Air. Hodson withiu the past five years. The 
orieinals were secured for him at the V aticap, 
Borne. Alany cf the collection were never 
before copied in America, and none of them 
were ever produced as large as _ these 
either in America cr Europe. Descriptions 
of the originals will be found iu Boman his­ 
tory. We are astonished to find that tho art 
catalogue does not credit Mr. Hudson with 
having produced these, as he claims that each 
and every piece is hLs own work. The above 
may appear very flattering to this young ex­ 
pert, but we have pinioned ourselves to the 
facts as they exist. Tfce*blsck aud white 
paintings in oil are admired by all. These 
will be placed in Mr. Hudson’s \rt Gallery 
at the close of the fair. Mr. Ilodson does 
not pride bimself on how cheap or 
poor he can make pictures, but thoee 
who patronize^ him once, go again, and 
recommend their friends ; hence his success. 
Before coming to Sacramento Mr. Hodson 
sojourned for a time at .Santa Cruz, and at 
the lime he left there the local paper con­ 
tained the following: “ We assume tl at 
there i* not an individual in this c inmur.ity 
but what regrets the fact that the geuia!, gen­ 
éricas, irrepressible spirit known among us ns 
‘Hodson, the photographer,’ is about to 
take hi.i departure, happily, not to that 
‘ bourne from whence no traveler rotures,’ 
hut rather to seek a wider field for the pur­ 
suit of his art, for which be possesses superior 
talent and an ability which, joined to 
his persistent industry and the enthurirsm he 
brings to every work in which he engages, 
will win him a far wider reaching reputation, 
and we trnst an abundance of those ;>ecu:i- 
iary rewards so essential to personal satis­ 
faction. Hodson has done magnificent work 
heré as au artist, and aside from hia specialty 
aa a photographer, has had an unmistakable 
influence on onr society in cultivatios* artistic 
ideas. Híb gallery Is without parallel in aDy 
provincial town or city, and the same luxur­ 
ious taste and lavish expense has been carried 
out in all his undertakings. No city in the 
country can boaet a bazaar more elegant in 
its appearance than the one he recently fitted 
up. 
The splendid view wagon which 
made its appearance on our streets this 
summer was another display of these charac­ 
teristics. We understand the probabilities 
to lie that Mr. Hodson may locate in Sacra­ 
mento. If so, that city will secure an un­ 
rivaled photographer and a citizen who will 
be ready and active in all that pertains to 
public enterprise. ‘ The cause that needs as­ 
sistance ’ or the ‘ wrong that needs resistance ’ 
will find in him a zealous friend, and while 
Santa Cruz will lose a ’live ’ man in the most 
energetic sense of the word, we know that 
such men do not come amiss in any com­ 
munity, and we can only wish him abundant 
success and ‘hosts of friends,’ which b9 is 
Bure to have.”

MARRYING 
FOR 
MONEY. 


Last week judgment was given in Naples 
in a case of fraud which has attracted con­ 
siderable attention from the position of 
one of the defendants. 
Y’oung Lovatti up 
to a few years ago waa cue of the large 
claas of idle youths to be found in all 
Italian towns, decently connected and 
nominally an artist. 
It was his ill-luck to 
meet w ith a Belgian lady who is described 
as neither young nor beautiful, but who 
had, according to her own account, a for­ 
tune of 30,000,000 francs left her by M. 
Jacob, Minister of Polioe under the Em­ 
pire, the copy of whose will she bad depos­ 
ited with a notary a t Naples. 
This the 
notary actually had, b at it seems he had 
expressed doubts of its genuineness. 
How 
much of the story Lovatti believed cannot 
be to ld ; but he married Mile. Vándenle, 
taking care, however, as the prosecutor’s 
counsel pointed out, only to go through the 
religions ceremony, which is not legally 
binding; and the happy pair proceeded to 
spend their thirty millions. 
Every one 
seems to have taken the story of the will 
for true, and to have given unlimited 
credit, though at the same time charging 
such prices for goods as were consistent 
w ith such a fortune ; thns a fan worth 300 
franca at the outside was pu t down at 
1,500 francs. 
From Rome the pair went 
to Naples, ¿where they chose the richest 
jewels, tbe costliest dresses, and thence 
they prooeeded to London to draw the mill­ 
ions. 
In Lendon, according to the only 
witness for the defense, Lovatti discovered 
the frand at tbe time he was in treaty for 
the purchase of the Villa Mirafiori, a t 
Rome (the property of the late King’s 
wife), and also for a title formerly held by 
hia fam ily; and then they started for 
Bnissels, where they proceeded to sell the 
jewalry, etc. 
By this time snspicion had 
awakened in Rome and Naples, and some 
of the creditors started at once for Brus­ 
sels, where they succeeded in recovering a 
part of their money. 
Lovatti gave himself 
up to the police, and he and his wife were 
brought back to Naples, where, after some 
months’ imprisonment, they were released 
on bail. 
Tnerenpon Mme. Lovatti disap­ 
peared, leaving a letter anying that she was 
sorry to have got her buaband “ into 
trouble 
and Lovatti haa been aentenced 
to six years’ imprisonment.—[St. Jam es’ 
Oaaettn, August 18th.

H. Escolle returned on Wednesday from 
a trip to his ranch below Soledad. He 
says that his almond crop this year will 
turn out well, and that he expects to make 
about ten casks of wine from his vineyard. 
[Monterey Californian, September 17th. 
The alchemist, Tichenor, who claimed 
that he was extracting gold from the water 
of the hot Bprings of Calistoga, made a 
failure. The Caiistogian thinks that he 
was worth §20,000 when he purchased the 
property, and says that he lately departed 
ahora of it all. 
The Nevada Transcript of Friday says : 
It is rumored that Henry Frazer, who was 
arrested at his home on Bear river last Sun­ 
day, and is now in the jail at Auburn, is 
the party who “ gave away ” to the officers 
the names of his confederates in the train- 
wrt eking at Cape Horn Mills. 
The Los Angeles Commercial learns from 
Colonel Walter S. Moore, Deputy Collector 
of Internal Revenue, that twenty-five dis­ 
tilleries have already gone into commission, 
for the present vintage, twenty-four of 
which are situated in I<ns Angeles county 
and one in San Bernardino county. 
The raisin crop is now being picked and 
cured. The prospects are good for a much 
better season than was had last year for 
this work. The picking is fully a month 
earlier than last year, and therefore there 
is no probability of our people being caught 
by the early rains.—[Riverside Press. 
Major S. A. Mann, a lawyer of ability, 
died in Reno on Tuesday evening. He had 
been Secretary and acting Governor of 
Utah, and during early times he was a law 
partner of Tora Fitch at Washoe City and 
in the eastern part of the State. The dis­ 
ease which carried Major Mann away was 
dropsy. 
The Dixon Tribune says: The deep 
water io Carquinez Straits makes that the 
natural shipping point for two-thirds of 
the State. This water-front property is 
not very valuable, except prospectively; 
but in fifty years it will be worth more per 
foot than property on Kearny or Market 
streets.

A new horse disease has appeared in 
Stanislaus county. It begins by the swell­ 
ing of the fore legs, breast and throat un­ 
der the jaws. 
Sometimes the disease 
breaks and runs, in which case the animal 
is likely to recover. It is said in many re­ 
spects the disease is like the old distemper, 
in others somewhat like the modern epi­ 
zootic. 
News reached Clover valley the other 
day, says the Pioche Record, that the bod­ 
ies of G. A. Bergin and Francis Stainer, 
both well known in this countv, were 
picked up on the banks of the Colorado 
river. Dr. Bell, who brings the news up 
from Clover, says that he was unable to 
learn any particulars in regard to the cause 
of death of the men. 
While coming up from the Colony, G. 
E. Bateman had quite a snake adventure. 
W ithin a distance of 200 yards, directly in 
the road, he killed five large rattlesnakes. 
The first one encountered struck one of the 
mules on the leg, and from the effects of 
the poison the limb has become much 
Bwollea and the animal temporarily badly 
crippled.—[Yuma Press. 
The Ward Reflex cites as a case of de­ 
cidedly bad luck that of Dan Morris, of 
Ogden, Utah, who, a few days ago, while 
out gathering up cattle, was dangerously 
poisoned, lost 200 head of oattle in conse­ 
quence, and upon returning home to Ogden 
found that two of his children—Dannie 
and an infaDt son—had died during his ab­ 
sence. To add to all this his wife is very 
sick. 
John Barry at Tulare city Monday night, 
the 12th inst., attempted to enter the rear 
window of the store of Morris & Michael, 
when a clerk, Solomon Schubener, awak­ 
ened by the burglar's effort to enter, fired 
twice at him with a pistol and shot him 
both times, one ball passing through the 
right and one through the left lung. He 
lived a few days and then died. The Coro­ 
ner’s jury held it to be justifiable homicide.

I their young men have sympathies with the 
Apaches, and donbtleas many of them are 
already in the field with the hostile In­ 
dians. 
A gentleman, wjio is thoroughly posted, 
informed us yesterday that the rea8on why 
the wool clip of San Diego county is larger 
this year than usual is because there are 
about 150,000 sheep within our borders 
from Los Angeles and San Bernardino 
counties. They were driven here to graze 
upon the rich grasses that grow in our 
uplands and mountains, as our neighbor 
territory íb rather “ short” in wild feed this 
year.—[San Diego Union. 
On Wednesday evening last Elmer Rob­ 
erts, son of R. G. Roberts, Grass Valley, 
was out near Kross’ Summit, in company 
with some other boys, when Elmer, trying 
to put a cartridge in his pistol, found that 
it was rather too large to enter the cham­ 
ber easily, and after placing the muzzle 
against his thigh, struck the cartridge with 
a rock to drive it into the pistol, when 
the pistol was discharged.

A man had a very narrow escape at 
Brainard’s Point recently. A train had 
come down with its load of logs, and the 
ear-driver proceeded to loosen tne fasten­ 
ings that held the logs together, when two 
began to roll toward the water. One of 
the workmen was standing on top of one 
of the logs, and as they began to roll he 
dropped between the ends of the logs and 
was carried with them down the incline. 
Just as they reached the water the logs 
separated a little and gave him an oppor­ 
tunity to step through and dive into the 
water under the logs. He came to the 
surface without a bruise or a scratch. His 
escape was almost miraculous. 
The season in which we should naturally 
look for the ripening of the bulk of the 
grapes is upon us, and provision must be 
made for taking them up and converting 
the Burplusage into wine. We do not Bee 
that we are better off in this respect than 
we were last year, at which time Mr. Ver- 
laque and Mr. Bnuchi were both ready 
for wine-making in town. This year only 
Mr. Yerlaque seems to be preparing for it, 
Mr. Bruscni not being prepared. It will 
make a difference as to the grapes 
consumed in wine, though it may be that 
Mr. Maxey’s manufactory, in Bear valley, 
will aid very materially in working them 
up, and we think it will, for heretofere he 
has furnished a considerable amount of the 
grapes used for wine making in town.— 
[San Diego Union. 
San Diego is to have a water supply suf­ 
ficient for 30,000 people. Says the Union : 
A ditch 120 feet long, 14 feet deep and G 
feet wide, has been cut across the bed of 
the river, leading from the well which now 
supplies the city with water. 
In this 
ditch a box-frame 6 feet wide and 6 feet 
deep has been placed, which has been cov­ 
ered over and made perfectly secure from 
the debris which may be washed down the 
channel of the river in the wet season when 
water Hows on the surface of the river bed. 
Accord ing to the various tes ts that have been 
made, the water supply of this ditch and 
well is equal to GG.GOGg gallons per hour, 
or 1,600,000 per day. As the reservoir is 
beneath the river bed, where a strong sub­ 
terranean stream flows all the time, the 
water may be considered practically inex­ 
haustible. This reservoir alone is sufficient 
to supply a city of 30,000 inhahitauts with 
water. 
A disastrous fire occurred on the 11th 
inst. on the Screech ranch, about 17 miles 
from Garrote, between the main and mid­ 
dle forks of the Tuolumne river, which is 
the property of C. O. Drew. The place 
was in charge of John L. Morrison and a 
boy about 16 years of age, and who also 
aoted in the capacity of herders of cattle. 
Mr. Morrison, who was the victim of the 
flames, set fire to some brush in a gulch 
about 1 ¿ miles from the house, it is sup­ 
posed to burn out some wild animals that 
had taken refuge there and had been car­ 
rying off their chickens. The Are spread 
rapidly, and get beyond Morrison’s control. 
The boy, who was absent at the time, 
returning on horseback found Mor­ 
rison lying prostrate 
in front of 
the 
big 
barn 
doors, 
speechless. 
The bam was on tire, and in his anxiety to 
save the property Morrison had inhaled 
the fire and also fell a victim to over-exer­ 
tion. He pointed to his mouth, and the 
boy dragged him a long distance to water. 
The boy then summoned help, and Mr. 
Morrison lived about three hours after his 
neighbors arrived. Mr. Drew’s loss is es­ 
timated at §3,000, which is partially in­ 
cluded in the destruction of a large dwell­ 
ing-house, a barn with 30 tons of hay, 
a straw barn, smoke-house, corrals, about 
one-third of the fence around the premises, 
etc., etc. Mr. Morrison came to the county 
in 1851, and was 56 years of age at the time 
of his death, and measured 6 feet 4 inches 
in his stockings. His relatives in North 
Carolina will be pleased to learn that his 
numerous friends in that section turned 
out en masse to pay the last sad rites the 
living owe the dead.—[Tuolumne Inde­ 
pendent. 
T he N asty W orms.—The apple and 
pear crop in this section is almost a corn, 
plete failure this year, on account of the 
fruit beiDg wormy. W hen the apples and 
pears were small a kind of worm bored 
into the core, and before the fruit could 
m ature it feil from the trees. There is 
hardly such a thing as a perfectly sound 
apple to be found in this section—all being 
wormy. This is only about the second or 
third year since the apple-worm made its 
appearance, aud it was but a short time 
ago when the California orchardist could 
boast that there was never such a thing 
as a wormy apple to be found in the State. 
The pears mostly affected by the worms 
are Bartletts, and there has been but a very 
little of that delicions fruit in the m arket 
here this season. The apple and pear- 
worms first made their appearance in the 
valleys, and have 
gradually worked 
toward the foothills. If some method is 
not discovered to rid the orchards in this 
vicinity of these pests, by another year 
there will be no apples shipped from this 
section of the country.—[Grass Valley 
Union. 
" 
L etters and T elegrams.—It is esti­ 
mated, from statistics recently published, 
that in TS77 the postal correspondence was 
4.020.000.000, an average of 11,000,000 
letters a day, or 127 each second. Europe 
contributed to this enormous mass 3,036,­ 
000,000 letters ; America, about 760,­ 
000,000; Asia, 150,000,000; Africa, 25,­ 
000,000; and Australia, about 50,000,­ 
000. If we assume the population of 
the globe to be between 1,300,000,000 
and 1.400,000,000, we have an aver­ 
age of three letters per head for the 
human race. Comparing 1877 with 1865 
we find an increase of 
1,720,000, 
the number for 1865 being estimated at 
2.300.000.000, Our authority for these 
figures, London Iron, says that the length 
of telegraph lines, both by sea and land, 
must be at least 437,500 miles, excluding 
the donble, treble and other lines. There 
were 38,000 telegraph stations, and the 
nnmber of messages may be set down for 
the year at between 110,000,000 and 
111.000.000, an average of over 305,000 
messages each year, 12,671 an hour, and 
nearly 212 a minute ; and these quantities 
are daily increasing. __________
